Your efforts are helping to save elec- 
I tricity and oil. In December, reduced 
electric consumption saved the equiv¬ 
alent of about one-half million 
, barrels of fuel oil in Edison generating 
plants alone. 

But now there is a need for even 
greater conservation. Therefore, the 
State Public Utilities Commission has 
ordered an additional 5% reduction 
in the use of electricity over the orig¬ 
inal 10% curtailment that it ordered 
in November. 

This means that the Commission is 
now asking us (and other electric util¬ 
ities throughout the state) to urge you 
to cut back a total of 15%. 

Immediate Action Urged 

The order calls for additional, volun¬ 
tary conservation efforts by all Edison 
customers to achieve this 15% reduc¬ 
tion in electric usage. 

Mandatory Curtailment 

The order also requires certain 
mandatory reductions for commercial 
and industrial customers, and a few 
mandatory cutbacks for residential 
customers. Theelimination of out¬ 


door decorative lighting and the oper¬ 
ation of fountains applies to residential 
as wellas all othercustomers. However, 
commercial and industrial customers 
are also restricted in their use of adver¬ 
tising lighting, functional outdoor 
lighting, electricity used for public 
gatherings, indoor business lighting, 
and heating and cooling at variance 
from prescribed levels. Detailed sug¬ 
gestions to help business firms and 
factories meet the mandatory restric¬ 
tions will be mailed to them. 

You’re probably wondering how 
best to cut back further at home. Here 
are .some suggestions. 

How to Measure Electricity 

Electricity is measured in kilowatt- 
hours (KWH). A KWH is 1,000 watts 
of electricity used for one hour—or 
100 watts used for 10 hours. For ex¬ 
ample, a lOO-watt bulb burned for 10 
hours is one KWH. 

Last year our average residential 
customer used about 500 kilowatt- 
hours a month. That's about 17 KWH 
a day. So, to cut back 15% would mean 
using about 2-1/2 KWH less a day. 


Keep Yaur Heat Dawn 

If you’ve set your heater’s thennostat 
down to 68° you’re saving kilowatt- 
hours already (and if you lower your 
thermostat more when you go to bed, 
you’ll cut back even more). Even if 
your space heating is not electric, it 
probably uses electricity to circulate 
air through your home or apartment. 
So lowering your thermostat will con¬ 
serve it. 

Yau Can Reduce Kilowatt-Haurs 
by Cutting Back an Your 
Use af Appliances 

Listed below are some typical appli¬ 
ances and the amounts of electricity 
they use. 

As you can see, a color TV set uses 
about 1/3 KWH per hour. Use it three 
hours less, and you’ve saved one 
KWH. 

A clothes washer uses 1/3 KWH per 
load. An electric dryer uses 3-1/3 
KWH. You can save kilowatt-hours 
if you delay doing a wash until you 
have a full load. 

An automatic dishwasher uses one 
KWH per load. By waiting to use the 
dishwasher until it’s full, you’ll re¬ 
duce the number of times you use it 
and save still more kilowatt-hours. 

Use Less Lighting 

Switching from 100 to 60-watt bulbs 
will save 40 watts per hour—per bulb. 
And be sure to turn off all lights 
throughout the house when not really 
needed.

Corre.sponding with the 
drop in gallonage, the reve¬ 
nue to the state from the 7- 
cents-a-gallon tax on gaso¬ 
line dropped from $59.9 mil¬ 
lion in December 1972 to 
$57.2 million in December 
1973. 

‘The motoring public ap¬ 
pears to be heeding Presi¬ 
dent Nixon’s plea for volun¬ 
tary cooperation in the ener¬ 
gy crisis by cutting back on 
their u.se of the family car,” 
Reilly said. ‘This spirit of 
cooperation, plus the obvious 
ecxinomic pressure of higher 
prices per gallon of gasoline, 
-unedou’Dtedly are behind the 
gallonage decrease.” 

December’s ligures, Reilly 
noted, mark the first time 
that gallonage hasn’t in¬ 
creased over the year before.

Hits Locally

The gasoline shortage has 
hit Sierra Madre as hard, it 
not harder, than most other 
southland towns. EVuring the 
pa.st weeks, all four of this 
comm,unity’.? stations .shut 
down their pumps well be¬ 
fore noon with lines stretch¬ 
ing in .some cases, a block 
during the eaily morning 
hours. 

Stations stay open only 
until they have .sold their 
daily allotment. The .signs 
saying, “Sorry sold out of 
gas” or “We regret that out 
gasoline supply for today 
has been .sold -out” are a 
common, if not expected 
sight here. 

In a well organized and 
lengthy procession, cars wail 
a.s long as 30 minutes to 
roach the pumps. 

Meyers Arco Service, 50 S. 
Baldwin Ave., pumped over 
18,000 gallons of gas in a 
four ho-ur period, opening a1 
6 a.m. and closing by 10 
a.m. Other stations maintain 
the same kind of limited 
operating hours. 

According to a report by 
the Automobile Club of 
Southern California, between 
16 and 20 per cent of gas 
stations in Communities sur¬ 
rounding Los Angeles im¬ 
pose strict quotas and have 
substantially reduced their 
ihours.

The People Must Know

A political fact as you will soon see. This year or¬ 
ganized labor, ie: the AFL-CIO is already in full swing 
to purge from the House and Senate all but a very few 
Republicans and take over control of both houses of con¬ 
gress by an overwhelming majority. The coalition to do 
this job is lead by Hubert Humphrey, Henry Jackson and 
Union president George Meany. The direction is centered 
in an organization named the Coalition for a Democratic 
Majority, in Washington, under the command of Ben Wal- 
tenberg.

George III had pretty well soured the king busi¬ 
ness. No George I for Washington. 

On February 18 we celebrated his 241st anniversary 
of his birth. That wasn’t his anniversary, of course. Con¬ 
gress moved the celebration from the 22nd to the third 
Monday of the month in its orgy of creating three-day 
weekends. And of course there was that earlier move 
when by International agreement the Old Calendar, under 
which he was born on the 11th, was changed to the modern 
chronology. 

All of which doesn’t denigrate the man or his achieve¬ 
ments. He’ll always be the first real President we ever 
had. And one of the greatest.

Drae to 
the timing and the fact 
that these appointment at 
this time wcmld constitute a 
possible “Lame Duck Coun¬ 
cil Appointments,” rhese ap 
pointmenta are to be with¬ 
held until the election is 
over and the new council or¬ 
gan ize.s. If those in office 
are retained, a short time 
will elaprse before a Citi¬ 
zens Committee is activated. 
CRA is for one purpose only, 
and that purpose is stated 
above. 

3. Yes, taxes could be cut, 
but any out made by the 
City proper would be ab¬ 
sorbed by other taxing agen¬ 
cies. There is no budget or 
expenditure of money that 
could' not be cut, but along 
with the cut will ccnie a cut 
in services. J.ust for instance 
you could cut away the 
cleaning of city streets al- 
logcthpr and save $t5,0(X). 
This might cut the tax rate 
one-half cent. You could do 
away with the Humane So¬ 
ciety and have no control 
over animals and save 
SO,(XX), pw.ssiblc saving.s of 
one-eighth cent on the tax 
rate. 

Should one go over the en¬ 
tire budget, one could cut 
services to the bone and 
most probably might come 
up with a "limited Program 
of Services” and maybe cut 
out as m.uch as 10 cents per 
$100 as.sesed valuation, but 
oil a home worth $40,000. 
this would only save the 
owner $10 a year. A police 
officer,, the fire department, 
the humane .society, the 
water works, recrea t i o n, 
sewers, street lights, street 
repoir.5, park.'' and other 
services when you need them 
would far exceed the savings 
of $100 per year. Holding 
tlie tax rate as “low as pos¬ 
sible,” gleaning the best of 
.sei'viccs for the tax dollar is 
what your preesnt Council 
lias been dedicating itself in 
doing. Anything furt her 
would be foolhardy, and 
should you be told otherwise, 
you are only being lulled 
into dreamland. 

3. Yes, R-3 property should 
he developed as rapidly as 
possible, but ab.solutely no 
new R-3 added until -such 
time as consolidations and 
development bring about a 
contemplated .shortage i n 
multiple dwellings. 

4. The Downtown plan 
.should be implemented and 
pur.':iued on the basis of 
"available finances,” and 
tlie desire and capabilities 
of tlie downtown mercliants 
to go along with the plan in 
the development of the Gen¬ 
eral Plan. 

5. Sierra Madre’s most 
.serious problem is “A bed¬ 
room community” and with¬ 
out industry or a high tax 
base, requiring many high 
costing services. It’.s overall 
tax rates makes it high in 
the area, hut the benefits are 
very low. The city only re¬ 
ceives $2.21 of the $14.41 in 
taxation. Its second greatest 
problem i.s its low return 
from Sales Tax. Ovef Sg-mil- 
lion of its citizenfi-earnecl 
dollars go cut of the com¬ 
munity for purchases. 

We have made our choice, 
now all you have to do is 
make yours; but you must 
go to the pcJls and v'ote.
